transmit a preselected transfer count for the music file ttansfened to the one or more 
devices, wherein the preselected transfer count indicates the number of times the file may be 
transferred by the one or more devices.

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Claim 3 1 (previously presented): A method comprising: 

receiving at a portable device at least one media file and a transfer coimt associated with 
the media file from another device, wherein the transfer count is indicative of the number of 
times the media file may be transferred to one or more devices from the portable device; 

storing at least one of the media file and the associated transfer count on the portable 

device; 

allowing the media file to be transferred to the one or more devices based on the transfer 

count; 

reducing the transfer count by one in response to each successful transfer of the media 
file to the one or more devices; and 

transmitting a preselected transfer count fi>r the media file transferred to the one or more 
devices, wherein the preselected transfer count indicates the number of times the media file may 
be transferred by the one or more devices. 

Claim 32 (previously presented): The method of claim 31, further comprising 
transfening the preselected transfer count indicating that no fiirther transfers by the one or more 
devices are allowed. 

Claim 33 (previously presented): The method of claim 3 1 , further comprising 
receiving the transfer count embedded m the media file. 

Claim 34 (previously presented): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the media file 
comprises a music file. 

Claim 35 (previously presented): The method of claim 31, wherein aUowing the 
media file to be transferred comprises wirelessly transmitting the media file &om the portable 
device to the one or more devices. 

Claim 36 (previously presented): An apparatus comprising: 

an interface to communicate with a remote device; and 

a controller communicatively coupled to the interface, the controller to: 
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receive at least one media file and a transfer count associated therewith from the 
remote device, wherein the transfer count is indicative of the number of times the media 
file maybe transferred to one or more devicesj 

store at least one of the media file and the associated transfer count; 

allow the media file to be transferred to the one or more devices based on the 
transfer count; 

reduce the transfer count by one in response to each successful transfer of the 
media file to the one or more devices; and 

transmit a preselected transfer count for the media file transferred to the one or 
more devices, wherein the preselected transfer count indicates the number of times the 
media file may be transferred by the one or more devices. 

Claim 37 (previously presented): The apparatus of claim 36, wherein the controller is 
to transfer the preselected transfer count indicating that no furthCT transfers by the one or more 
devices are allowed. 

Claim [[37]] 38 (previously presented): The apparatus of claim 36, wherein the 
contf oiier is to receive the transfer count embedded in the media file. 

Claim [[38]] 39 (previously presented): The apparatus of claim 36, wherein ihe 
apparatus comprises a portable music player. 

Claim [[39]] 40 (previously presented): The ^paratus of claim 36, wherein the 
remote device comprises a portable media player.
